The series will be under the editorial supervision of 
Earl V. Weller, and Mr. Weller will contribute a brief 
historical foreword to each pamphlet. Part One of Pa- 
cific Romances will reach members about February 15.

THE DECEMBER PUBLICATION 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT of Cato’s Moral Distichs, 


the Club’s current publication, was sent to members 
toward the middle of November. In the announcement 
it was stated that each copy was to contain, in addition 
to a facsimile reproduction of the rare Franklin pamph- 
let of 1735, a tipped-in leaf of Franklin’s printing. The 
latter was to be taken from an incomplete copy of the 
Franklin Prayer Book, printed in 1745, ten years after 
Moral Distichs was issued from the same famous Phila- 
delphia printing shop. The announcement further stated: 

“Eight leaves of the Franklin Prayer Book are half- 
titles, each of which contains the imprint: Philadelphia: 
Printed and Sold by B. Franklin. MDCCXLV. The mem- 
bers who will receive these special copies (for which 
there will be no extra charge) will be selected by means 
of a drawing from the orders on hand December 4, 
1939. To participate in the drawing members should 
therefore mail their orders in time to reach the Club 
on or before December 4.” 

In accordance with these rather complicated arrange- 
ments, the drawing was duly held on the afternoon of 
December 4. Numbered slips to the number of 204, 
each representing one of the 204 copies of the book 
ordered to and including that day, were put in a hat, 
and eight slips were drawn out by the Club’s president, 
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Alfred Sutro. The names of the members whose orders 
corresponded to the numbers of the slips drawn follow: 
each received one of the eight copies containing a tipped- 
on leaf bearing Franklin’s name as printer: Thomas 
Hamilton, San Diego, Cal.; H. M. Newmark, Los 
Gatos, Cal.; William H. Burges, El Paso, Texas; George 
L. Harding, Palo Alto, Cal.; Carl E. Melugin, Red- 
wood City, Cal.; B. J. Feigenbaum, San Francisco, 
Cal.; W. C. Lange, Redlands, Cal.; William W. Clary, 
Los Angeles, Cal. 

The edition of Moral Distichs numbers only 250 copies. 
The book is designed and printed by The Ward Ritchie 
Press; it is the first publication to be done for the Club 
by this well-known Los Angeles press. The facsimile of 
Franklin’s original printing of Moral Distichs (a 24-page 
pamphlet of which only eight copies are known to exist) 
is in collotype, a process that reproduces the old pages 
with great clarity of detail. The text is by Carl Van 
Doren, whose life of Benjamin Franklin was this year 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize for biography. Finally, 204 
of the 250 copies printed were ordered by December 4, 
with additional orders arriving daily; members who 
want copies should therefore place their orders without 


delay. The price per copy is $3.50.
